tificates. 
Bank of Sikeston submitted 
the highest bid of four area 
banks seeking to be named 
depository of county funds. The 
bids were opened May 5. Bank of 
Chaffee submitted the second 
highest bid of 10.05 per cent 
interest on $100,000 time cer­ 
tificates, but orty for one-third of 
the county funds. 
F irst 
N ational 
Bank 
of 
Sikeston submitted a bid of 8?H 
per cent interest on $100,000 time 
deposits for all county funds, 
and Security National Bank of 
Sikeston submitted a bid that 
woud fluctuate from week to 
week at a rate of .05 per cent less 
than the rate for U.S. Treasury 
notes for any given week. 
The decision was made “in 
the best interest of the taxpayer 


and the bid process,” stated 
Presiding 
Judge Louie Hir- 
schowitz, who said it was made 
“after 
a 
lengthy discussion 
among its members only, and 
with legal advice from the 
prosecuting attorney.” 
Previously, the county funds 
has been split up among area 
banks. The court had decided 
earlier this year that the funds 
should be combined and placed 
on time deposits until they are 
needed. This way, the court 
decided, the money could bring 
in additional revenue for the 
county. 
The county is not required by 
law to ask for bids or to award 
the contract to the highest 
bidder. It was reported that bids 
had 
been 
subm itted to a 
previous 
court, 
but 
were 
disregarded. 
"W hat’s the use of having bids 
submitted if we’re not going to 
award the contract to the best 
bidder?

Melvin Glueck asked. “This way 
is going to be simpler and the 
county will make more money.

panel pointed out that some 
persons in the county will not 
agree with the decision, but the 
members felt the move was in 
the best interest of the county. 
Because 
of 
the economic 
situation, the county has to get 
the most money it can, Hir- 
schowitzsaid. 
The depository bank will also 
loan 
the county 
money, 
if 
needed, without interest, furnish 
draft and warrant books free of 
charge and compute the interest 
on a daily basis. 
County Collector Tom Mar­ 
shall estimates that his office 
handles about $4 million during 
the course of a year. His office 
collects 
money 
for school 
districts and towns, which is 
distributed by County Treasurer 
Hess Porter. 
Between the time of collection 
and the time of distribution, the 
money will be placed on deposit 
in the bank.

This y ear I will do so , 
bu t o nly as p art o f a lo nger- 
p ersp ectiv e v iew o f where the 
eco no my has been and where it 
might be heading. 
First, it is well to rev iew the 
p ast fo r what may be learned 
fro m it. Since o ne has to start 
so mewhere, let’s start with the 
recessio n o f 1970. Dev elo p ments 
since then may be su mmarized 
in fiv e “stages,’’ each lasting 
ap p ro x imately a y ear: 
Stage 1-197 0-Recessio n with 
co ntinu ing inflatio n. 
Stage 2-1971-Weak reco v ery , 
inflatio n receding v ery slo wly . 
N atio nal 
eco no mic 
p o licy 
rev ersed, 
to ward fiscal and 
mo netary 
stimu latio n, 
with 
wage p rice co ntro ls. 
Stage 3-1972-“Great y ear”- 
bu siness 
bo o ming, inflatio n 
mo derate. 
Stage 4-1973-“The y ear when it 
all 
came 
ap art.’’ 
Inflatio n 
beco mes 
ex p lo siv e, eco no mic 
gro wth 
hesitant. 
Natio nal 
eco no mic 
p o licy 
rev ersed, 
to ward fiscal and mo netary 
restraint. 
Co ntro ls p ro du ce 
market 
disru p tio n 
and 
are 
gradu ally dro p p ed. 
Stage 5 -197 4-Recessio n with 
co ntinu ing inflatio n. 
There are sev eral things to 
no tice in this seq u ence o f ev ents. 
First, it is cy clical-it winds u p 
where it started. Stage 5 is the 
same as Stage 1, q u alitativ ely at 
least. 
Q u antitativ ely 
the 
recessio n and the inflatio n o f 
Stage 5 seem likely , when the 
final sco re is in, to be far wo rse 
than the recessio n and inflatio n 
o f Stage 1. 
Seco nd, the mo v ing fo rce 
which p ro du ced the cy clical 
p ro cess was the p o licy rev ersals 
in Stage 2 (to ward stimu lativ e 
p o licies) and in Stage 4 (to ward 
p o licies o f restraint.) 
Third, the p ro cess has o bv io u s 
p o litical imp licatio n. The ideal 


time fo r an incu mbent President 
to ru n fo r a new term is in Stage 
3. President Nix o n had this 
go o dfo rtu ne in 1972. It is a p o int 
to keep in mind as we co nsider 
the p o ssibility o f a rep etitio n o f 
the same cy cle. 
Is the cy cle o f fiv e stages 
go ing to ep eat itself? I wo n’t 
say that it mu st, since a dif­ 
ferent set o f p o licy cho ices is 
o p en to u s. We do n’t hav e to 
rep eat the mistakes o f the p ast, 
altho u gh we so o ften do . 
Stage 5 o f the last cy cle (the 
y ear 1974) co u ld o f co u rse be 
Stage 1 o f the nex t. That leads to 
the nu mber o ne q u estio n o f 1975 - 
is it likely to fit, in its general 
o u tline, the descrip tio n we hav e 
giv en abo v e fo r Stage 2? 
The answer is that it is en­ 
tirely co nceiv able that 1975 will 
dev elo p alo ng the lines o f the 
Stage 2 which o ccu rred in 1971. 
The general ex p ectatio n (which 
I share) is that a weak reco v ery 
will begin in the latter p art o f 
1975 . 
Inflatio n 
will 
be 
mo derating du ring the y ear to a 
rate o f abo u t 8 p er cent. In a 
general way , all this fits in with 
the scrip t p resented abo v e fo r 
Stage 2 o f the last go -aro u nd. 


In 1975 will we see the same 
kind o f p o licy rev ersal to ward 
fiscal and mo netary stimu latio n 
as o ccu rred in 1971? Any o ne who 
reads the newsp ap ers has to 
admit that this is a gro wing 
p o ssibility . 
A 
resto ratio n o f 


wage and p rice co ntro ls seems 
fu rther do wn the line, bu t no o ne 
can ru le that o u t entirely . I’m 
no t ready to co ncede that the die 
is cast o n these issu es, bu t bo th 
eco no mic 
co nditio ns 
and 
p o litical mo v es du ring this y ear 
co u ld be generally p arallel to 
tho se o f fo u r y ears earlier. 
If 1975 do es tu rn o u t to be 
ano ther Stage 2, it wo u ld be 
reaso nable to ex p ect the o ther 
stages to fo llo w in the same 
o rder and with abo u t the same 
timing. Then 1976 might tu rno u t 
to be ano ther “great y ear,” 
which 
wo u ld 
be 
nice fo r 
President Fo rd if he ru ns again. 
Bu t 1977 wo u ld be the “y ear 
when it all co mes ap art” and 
that wo u ld no t be nice fo r 
any bo dy . And 1978 wo u ld be the 
y ear o f ano ther recessio n with 
co ntinu ing inflatio n-mu ch wo rse 
than in 1974, as 1974 was mu ch 
wo rse than 1970. 
This o u tline is o f co u rse mu ch 
to o neat, and histo ry nev er 
rep eats 
itself 
that 
ex actly . 
Perhap s the “great y ear” might 
o ccu r to o early , o r to o late, to do 
President Fo rd mu ch go o d. Or it 
might no t o ccu r at all-it is 
co nceiv able that a stimu lativ e 
fiscal 
and 
mo netary 
p o licy 
might 
“co me 
ap art” 
mo re 
q u ickly the nex t time aro u nd, 
witho u t any interv ening p erio d 
o f p u blic eu p ho ria as in 1972. 
Bu t allo wing fo r the infinity o f 
p o ssible v ariatio ns o n the same 
theme, there do es seem to be a 


co nstant principle at wo rk. As 
lo ng as we turn to fiscal and 
mo netary stimulatio n when the 
eco no my is weak, and to co n- "" 
tro ls when stimulatio n starts to 
speed up the inflatio n, we are 
likely to repeat the histo ry o f the 
past fo ur y ears. We will repeat it 
with certain quantitativ e dif­ 
ferences: the recessio n at the 
end o f each fiv e-stage sequence 
is 
mu ch wo rse 
than 
the 
recessio n at the beginning o f it. 
Also , inflatio n keeps getting 
wo rse-it is abo ut three times as 
fast in the recessio n o f 19 74 as it 
was in the recessio n o f 19 70. 
Sp ace p rev ents p resenting the 
ev idence in detail, bu t it may be 
p o inted o u t that we went thro u gh 
two similar cy cles, p o wered by 
the same kind o f p o licy rev er­ 
sals, in the y ears p rio r to 
19 70. 
We went fro m the “slu ggish” 
eco no my o f 19 6 3, thro u gh a 
bo o m p erio d, to the “mini- 
recessio n” o f 19 6 7 and fro m 
there, thro u gh ano ther bo o m, to 
the fu ll-fledged recessio n o f 
1970. In each case we wo u nd u p 
wo rse o ff than when we started- 
inflatio n wo rse and recessio n 
wo rse. In 1975 we may be headed 
fo r a fo u rth trip aro u nd the same 
v icio u s sp iral. It might be the 
last trip , since o u r eco no my 
can’t stand that kind o f abu se 
indefinitely . 
Or may be, in sp ite o f p resent 
ap p earances, we will be wise 
eno u gh no t to head do wn the 
same ro ad in 19 75 as we did in 
1971.

The ray s are so p o werfu l that 
mo st Ru ssians in the v icinity 
rep o rtedly hav e been mo v ed 
o u t. 
They 
no w mo nito r the 
beam, it is believ ed, by co m­ 
p u ter fro m afar. Bu t ju st acro ss 
the bo rder, u nlu cky Finns hav e 
dev elo p ed alarmingly high rates 
o f cancer and heart diseases. 


The silent beam emanates 
fro m clu sters o f bu ildings o n the 
eastern sho res o f Lake Lado ga, 
which is lo cated in a barren 
regio n no rtheast o f Leningrad. 
One stru ctu re has been iden­ 
tified as an eno rmo u s p arabo lic 
antenna cap able o f firing the 
high-p o wered imp u lse. 
American ex p erts say the lake 
waters help co ncentrate the 
ray s into a p o werfu l beam, 
which is lau nched o ff the lake’s 
su rface. This giv es the beam a 
better “ lau nch” and “angle,” 
acco rding to the ex p erts, than 
wo u ld fo rest land o r hill co u ntry . 
Ju st as o rdinary radar p icks 
u p distant o bjects, the So v iet 
su p er-radar 
can 
m o nito r 
m o v em ent 
aro u nd 
the 
in­ 
terco ntinental ballistic missile 
sites 4,5 00 miles away . The Lake 
Lado ga installatio n wo u ld giv e 
the So v iet Unio n almo st instant 
warning o f missile lau nchings 
fro m the U.S. heartland. The

also 
co u ld 
determine q u ickly where the 
missiles were headed. 
Becau se o f the dangero u s 
radiatio n 
fro m the p o werfu l 
m icro wav e 
ray s, 
So v iet 
scientists rep o rtedly direct the 
beam fro m the safety o f a 
distant headq u arters. Bu t the 
Finns acro ss the bo rder hav e 


been 
afflicted 
with 
u nu su al 
maladies. 
In 
the 
Finnish 
to wns 
o f 
Ku o p io , Jo ensu u and Ilo mantsi, 
the Wo rld Health Organizatio n 
has disco v ered ex trao rdinary 
rates 
o f 
cardiac 
disease. 
Ilo mantsi, the to wn nearest the 
micro wav e 
statio n, 
has 
the 
highest rate o f any p lace its size 
in the wo rld. 
Two o ther bo rder hamlets, 
Ko itsanlahti 
and 
Parikkala, 
hav e sho wn 
inex p licable 
in­ 
creases in cancer. 
An American p hy sician and 
micro wav e scientist, Dr. Milto n 
Zaret, inv estigated the strange 
p lagu e that has hit these small 
Finnish to wns.

Acco rdingly , the mo ney was 
withheld fro m the co ntract to 
p ay the men. 
Did they get the mo ney ? No , 
this wo u ld hav e been to o simp le 
a 
so lu tio n. The bu reau crats 
were ju st getting warmed u p . 
On No v . 12, 19 74, mo re than a 
y ear after the p ainting jo b, the 
Air 
Fo rce 
referred 
its 
in­ 
v estigativ e rep o rt to the Labo r 
Dep artment, 
with a reco m­ 
mendatio n that the H. J. Stewart 
firm be banned fro m fu rther 
go v ernment co ntracts. The back 
wages, meanwhile, remained 
tied u p in red tap e. 
The Labo r Department then 
co nducted its o wn inv estigatio n, 
which co nfirmed the co nclusio ns 
o f the Air Fo rce. But the 
bureaucrats, who co llected their 
o wn wages o n schedule, were in 
no hurry to hand o v er the 
$14,18 3.6 3 to the unpaid painters. 
A few mo nths later, the Labo r 
Department 
go t 
aro und 
to 
charging the co mpany with 
fo rmal v io latio ns. 


The co mpany asked fo r ad­ 
ditio nal time to answer the 
charges and then requested a 
fo rmal hearing, which will be 
held in Chicago in a few mo re 
mo nths. The findings o f the 
hearing, o f co urse, can be ap­ 
pealed. 
Still the go v ernment refuses to 
part with the back wages. Last

County could be preserved if a 
proposal to be offered to the 
House 
Appropriation

mittee next week receives a fa­ 
vorable reception. 
The measure would provide 
$200,000 in an effort to save a 
tract of land containing buried 
mastadon bones. 
The money for the project is 
included in a capital improve­ 
ments budget proposal for the 
year beginning in July. That 
proposal was apparently drawn 
up by 
Appropriations Com­ 
mittee Chairman James Rus­ 
sell of Florissant and his com­ 
mittee staff. It was presented 
Thursday to an appropriations 
subcommittee. 
The proposal calls for the 
state, through the Park Board, 
to assist concerned Jefferson 
County residents in efforts to 
save the prehistoric site , Rus­ 
sell said. He noted that the sug­ 
gestion was made by Charles 
Becker of Arnold. 
Under the plan, the state 
would provide $200,000. About 
$300,000 wouldcome from feder- 


al funds and $100,000 would be 
provided by citizens in the 
area. 
The money would go toward 
construction of a park, which 
would include riding and hiking 
trails, picnicking areas and a 
scout camp. 
, 
The land is owned by the 
state Highway Commission and 
was acquired during road con­ 
struction in the county. 
It was tentatively sold to a 
St. Louis County investor group 
and persons concerned about 
saving the mastadon boneyard 
attempt to halt the sale, fearing j.

Campaign act clarified 


JEFFERSON CItY, Mo. (AP) 
— A bill given first-round ap­ 
proval in the Missouri Senate 
Thursday clarifies the recently 
enacted Campaign Practices 
Act by narrowing the reporting 
of some sources of income. 
The measure, sponsored by 
St. 
Louis 
County 
Democrat 
John Schneider, was called up 
for special consideration from 
its position far down the list of 
measures still awaiting consid­ 
eration in the upper chamber. 
It 
was approved after two 
hours of debate. 
Since the campaign reporting 
law went into effect Jan. 1, 
members of the Missouri Elec­ 
tions Commission have asked 
the legislature to clarify some 
facets of the act, especially as 
it applies to income earned by 
a candidate 
The law, which was approved 
by a near 4-1 margin in a state­ 
wide referendum last Novem­ 
ber, 
has been criticized by 
some lawmakers who failed to 
enact a campaign reform law 
of their own during the last 
regular legislative session 
The bill relaxes some of the 
requirements contained in the 
law, since candidates must only 
report the sources of their in- 


come when they feel the money 
they are paid exceeds the value 
of the services they performed. 
All income paid a candidate 
by his employers, and all in­ 
come in excess of $5,000 he re­ 
ceives from his business, would 
have to be reported if he deter­ 
mined that the pay exceeded 
the value of his work. 
Sen. Larry Marshall, R-Co- 
lumbia, said the bill creates “a 
loophole" since it leaves it up 
to the candidate whether the in­ 
come 
was 
“earned" 
rather 
than given as a gift. 
Marshall sought to amend the 


bill, but it was overwhelmingly 
defeated on a voice vote. 


The Senate won its fight to 
delete more than $1 million for 
the mobile breast cancer detec­ 
tion program, but agreed to re­ 
store funds in the regular budg­ 
et. 
Another stumbling block was 
funding for two medium secur­ 
ity prisons near Kansas City 
and St. Louis.

Space prevents presenting the 
evidence in detail, but it may be 
pointed out that we went through 
two similar cycles, powered by 
the same kind of policy rever­ 
sals, in the years prior to 1970. 
We went from the “sluggish” 
economy of 1963, through a 
boom 
period, to the “mini- 
recession” of 1967 and from 
there, through another boom, to 
the 
full-fledged recession of 
1970. In each case we wound up 
worse off than when we started- 
inflation worse and recession 
worse. In 1975 we may be headed 
for a fourth trip around the same 
vicious spiral. It might be the 
last trip, since our economy 
can’t stand that kind of abuse 
indefinitely. 
Or maybe, in spite of present 
appearances, we will be wise 
enough not to head down the 
same road in 1975 as we did in 
1971.

Female Hard Heads: 
Angry 
Fight 
Looms 
Over 
Women’s Rights Drive to Crack 
Male Job Seniority 
WASHINGTON - Since hell 
has 
few 
furies 
like 
women 
scorned by employers who won’t 
hire them for fear the ladies 
may get their backs broken or a 
bullet in the gut or be burned 
alive, it’s best these days of the 
International Women’s Year to 
speak softly where the latter- 
day angels don’t fear to tread. 
There’s 
more to the ladies' 
cracking 
into 
fields 
un- 
traditional to them -- like the 
hard hats on the Metro (sub­ 
way) construction or 
com­ 
mercial airline 
jets or where 
they have become bricklayers, 
operating engineers and dit- 
chdiggcrs. 
But some of it’s getting silly -- 
and dangerous for reasons I’ll 
soon explain. And I don’t refer 
only to the dangers of round-the- 
clock foot patrol as uniformed 
cops in this capital city, New 
York 
and 
other 
big 
urban 
centers. 
First it should be pointed out 
that there are about five female 
com m ercial 
airline 
pilots 
(aviatrices we used to call them 
once upon a less egalitarian 
time). The veteran among them, 
with two years seniority, is 
Kmily 
Howell, 
flying

Frontier Airlines. A spokesman 
for the 32,000- member Airline 
Pilots Assn. (AFL-CIO) said the 
other 
four women are with 
Piedmont, Delta, North Central 
and Alaska Airlines. 
They fly as second and even 
lirst officers. That’s at one end 
of the stick. But now comes a 
ruling by the New York State

McGrath stevedoring firm in the 
Port of Albany.

ruled that the females needed no 
experience nor should they be 
subjected to weight lifting or 
physical strength tests.

Civil Liberties Union (ACLU)

Human Rights commission and 
the Federal Equal Employment

charge is that 11 of the most 
expensive New York 
chi-chi 
restaurants

The two waitresses say 
they’ll sue the» restaurants, the 
Restaurant Association and the 
restaurant union for $2.4 million 
in damages allegedly suffered 
when the waitresses didn’t get 
the jobs. 
Further, the suit is 
being 
brought in federal court not for 
the two waitresses a lone, but all 
other 
women in their class. 
Juries being what they are today 
(w itness 
the 
physicians’ 
m alpractice 
verdicts) 
no 
restaurant operator actually is 
safe from commission- imposed 
bankruptcy. 
Further, 
the 
Labor 
and 
Justice Departments have been 
pressuring 
such 
cities 
as 
Chicago, Peoria, Los Angeles, 
Memphis, Milwaukee, etc., to 
hire more women 
for 
their 
police 
departments -- and in 
some urban centers the order is 
to pay particular attention to 
integrating women into the fire 
departments. 
All 
this 
raises 
one 
very 
significant issue - as the women 
are hired, who gets fired? 
Money is tight. Many cities 
are laying off civil servants. 
Among them are police and 
firefighters. If these veterans 
get bumped to make room for 
women (and other minorities),

recent gunplay in Detroit proved 
they won’t.

by citizens in the

The money would go toward 
construction of a park, which 
would include riding and hiking 
trails, picnicking areas and a 
scout camp.

The land is owned by the 
state Highway Commission and 
was acquired during road con­ 
struction in the county.
